Prince Henry Tells of His Visit to 
Great Britain. 


Hamburg, 
March 
15.—Addressing 
the East Asiatic society last evening, 
Prince Henry of Prussia said that as 
a result of his visit to England he 
could assure them that Great Bri­ 
tain offered to Germany an honorable 
and sincere friendship. The idea of 
aggressive action, he added, was com­ 
pletely absent t from the minds of 
those in the 'British government.

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Guthrie, Ok, March 15.—Under the 
agreed conference committee report 
on the fee and salary bill, which will 
go to both houses, there Is a material 
reduction of salaries as shown in 
the bill passed by the house, and, iii 
some instances, lower than the bill 
passed by the senate. The plan of 
payment has been changed to the 
straight salary basis, requiring that 
all fees be delivered to the county 
Treasurer, in lieu of which the of­ 
ficer receives a pay voucher from the 
county every thirty days. As applied 
to the offices of county and district 
clerks, fees to be charged litigants 
are not as high as these permitted 
by the federal fee bill, but are slight­ 
ly in excess of the territorial law. 
Fees charged by sheriffs and regis­ 
te re r of deeds remain practically the 
same as now in force. 
In fixing the basis of pay, the con­ 
ference committee held to the senate 
bill making the minimu msalary ap­ 
ply in. counties of 10,000 population 
in which the district clerk, county 
clerk, register of deeds and county 
treasurer receive $1,300 per year. The 
act then goes by steps of 1,000 pop­ 
ulation, allowing for these officers in 
counties between 13,000 and 
20,000 
$50 per year additional for each addi­ 
tional 1,000; from 20,000 to 30,000 
population $25 for each additional 1,- 
000 people; 30,000 to 40,000 $20 for 
each additional 1,000, and under 60,- 
000 the salary is $2,750 per year, 
which is the price named in the sen­ 
ate bill. In counties of over 60,000 
these officers receive a fiat salary of 
$3,000, which is the maximum allow­ 
ed in the report 
Other Officers. 
Sheriffs, 
County Attorneys 
and 
County Judges are grouped upon the 
sanre poputhtloir Basis, and1 fncrwwe- 
per 1,000 population, the minimum 
salary being $1,500 and the maxi­ 
mum $3,000, which follows the house 
bill. Judges of the superior courts 
receive a minimum salary of $2,800 
and a maximum of $3,000, according 
to population, while an excess of 
$500 allowed the judge, is reduced 
in the conference committee report 
to the same salary allowed district 
Clerks. 
In addition to his salary, the sher 
iff will receive for expenses 25 per 
cent of the fees earned and collect­ 
ed by him. The county is in no way 
responsible for this per cent in event 
the sheriff fails to collect. An office 
deputy is allowed at not to exceed 
J SI,200 a year. Othe • deputies may 
be employed, and will retain 75 per 
cent of the fees earned by them, the 
other 25 per cent going to the coun 
ty treasury, and in addition to the 
per cent the counties will pay them 
25 per cent of fees accruing in fel­ 
ony cases which can not be collected ; 
no deputy may receive more than $1- 
200 per year. 
The district clerk is register of 
deeds in counties of less than 10,000 
people. 
The act creates the position 
of clerk of the county court, who is 
appointed by the judge and receives 
from $900 to $1,500 per year, accord­ 
ing to population. County Attorney’s 
fees on conviction in misdemeanor 
and felony cases are to be charged 
as costs in the case, and remitted to 
the salary fund of the county, which 
will make this office self-sustaining4 
It is estimated the bill will save the 
taxpayers between $250,000 and $300- 
000 annually.

CONDITIONS-JAME IN PHUA 


Street (ar Men and Employes Get

and incidentally the ending of the 
sympathetic strike which has now 
been In progress ten days, was taken 
late today, when President Kruger 
of -the Rapid Transit company con­ 
ferred with W. *D. Mahon, president 
of the Amalgamated Association ct 
Street and 'Electric Railway Employes 
This conference was the result of 
outside influences, and it is the first 
time officials of the company have 
delt directly with any national of­ 
ficer of the street car men’s union. 
After the conference a meeting of 
the company's directors was hasti­ 
ly called whieh was in session until 
a late hour tonight. 
It was an­ 
nounced no statement would be is­ 
sued until tomorrow morning. 
The conference was held in the of­ 
fice of George H. Earle, one of the 
city’s representatives on the com­ 
pany s board of directors. Mr. Earle 
and a subcommittee of the general 
committee in charge of the sympathe­ 
tic strike also were present.

Washington, March 15.—In a cen­ 
sus of the world recently published 
by the government statistical bureau 
at Stuttgart, Dr. Zeller, the director, 
who is one of the most eminent of 
statisticians, estimates that the pop­ 
ulation of the world is 1,544,510,000 of 
whom 534,940,000 are Christians, 300- 
000,000 are 
Confucians, 
214,000,000 
are Brahmins, 175,290,000 are Moham­ 
medans. 121,000,000 are Buddhists. 10- 
860,000 are Jews and the remainder 
belong to other religious denomina­ 
tions or are pagans. 
For the United States he accepts 
the figures of the census of 1908, 
which show that there are 34,282,543 
church members in the United States, 
an increase of 13,664,236 since the 
census of 1890. The number of min­ 
isters in the United States in 1898 
was 111,036. Now it is 165,725, an in­ 
crease of 64,691, or more than 49 
per cent within the eighteen years. 
There are now 213,049 houses of 
worship, an increase of 70,416, or a 
little.m ore than 49 per cent. There­ 
fore the net gain of the several de­ 
nominations in the United States in 


eighteen years has been 66 per cent 
in the number of communicants and 
49 per cent in the number of min­ 
isters and houses' of worship. 
This does not seem to justify the 
statement so frequently made that 
the United States is losing its relig­ 
ion. More than one-third of the en­ 
tire population is enrolled upon the 
books as communicants of the var­ 
ious 
religious 
denominations, 
and 
more than one-half the adult popu­ 
lation.

STRIKE OF 25,000 


PRACTICALLY ALL OK WESTERN 
RAILROADS WILL BE 
AFFECTED. 


DECIDE ON EMCI NOUR TODAY 


K«iiIn.>uUs Xow Say If Xpp^ssnrj They 
WI!! Appeal to Authorities ut 
Washington to Prevent 
Strike. 


Chicago, 111., March 
15.—At 
mid­ 
night tonight W. S. Carter, president 
of the Brotherhood of locomotive 
Firem en and Enginemen, announced 
th at a strike of 25,000 firemen on 
practically all the W estern railroads 
had been called. 
Mr. Carter said 
the 
decision 
to 
strike had been reached at a meet­ 
ing of forty-three members of the 
W estern 
Federated 
board 
of 
the 
Brotherhood, each member represent­ 
ing a W estern railroad. 
I he exact hour at which the men 
are to walk out, he said, would be 
decided upon today, and every mem­ 
ber of the union between Chicago and 
the Pacific coast would then be In­ 
formed by telegraph when to quit 
work. 
The railroads issued a statem ent 
declaring to prevent a strike they 
v.opJd, if necessary, appeal to the 
authorities at Washington. 
“The strike has been called—that 
much is certain,” said Mr. Carter. “It 


means that not only 25,000 firemen 
members of our union, will go out. 
but perhaps that many more employes 
"ill be thrown out in consequence 
We gave our ultimatum to the rail 
roads that the.m en 
had 
voted 
to 
strike and we were prepared to call 
one unless we were granted arbitra­ 
tion of all questions in dispute. The 
railroads refused to arbitrate any 
th»ng but the wage question. 
“At midnight tonight we decided 
it was useless to further parley with 
the r, ii road managers. We adopted a 
resolution calling a strike. Owing to 
ateness of the hour and in or 
der that the men would not go out in 
contusion, and not knowing the true 
slate of affairs, we agreed to wait 
until tomorrow befoie telegraphing 
the order.” 
“Will the men quit work tomor­ 
row?" Mr. Carter was asked. 
“The men will quit work within 
twenty-four hours after the order is 
issued,” he replied. 
— 
The controversy which has been 
m der discussion for more than six 
weeks involves forty-seven railroads 
operating west, northw est and south­ 
west of Chicago and embraces about 
150,000 miles of railroads. 
It has previously been stated by 
both sides that if a strike was call­ 
ed it would tie up practically every 
freight and passenger train between 
Chicago and the Pacific Coast. 
Points In Dispute. 
Points in dispute are: 
Increase in wages demanded, which 
the unien officials say would amount 
to about 12 1-2 per cent, but which 
the railroads assert would amount to 
22 1-2 per cent. 
The right of the union in questions 
of representation w'hen a fireman has 


been promoted to an engineman or to 
another capacity over which another 
union claims jurisdiction. . 
Question of seniority of the pro­ 
motion of new men over old-time em 
ployes. 
The railroad m anagers’ committee, 
composed of ten of the general man­ 
agers of W estern roads and headed 
by W. C. .Nixon, general manager of 
the St. Paul and Gan Francisco rail­ 
road, already had agreed to submit 
the wage question to arbitration un­ 
der the Erdman act, but had declin­ 
ed to arbitrate the other two points 
in the ground that they were m atters 
of official authority and discipline 
and could not be arbitrated.

months? As an advocate of Dan Cu­ 
pid the central office holds the prize 
and dozens of weddings have resulted 
from the ranks of the Concordia tel­ 
ephone 
girls, 
says 
the 
Concordia 
Blade. Evidently 
the 
central 
girl 
makes a good wife, and who shall 
say whether the charm lies in her 
low, sweet voice, or with the patience 
she acquires with experience in any 
central office. 
Certain it is that the telephone girl 
could get along with 
the 
meanest 
man who ever lived, in fact, she gets 
along with all the meanest men while 
at work in the exchange. But the 
men are not the mean ones when it 
comes to telephoning. There the wo­ 
men are to blame and to the credit 
ol the mep it can be said that the 
experienced girls get the business 
boards, wrhile the new girls get the 
visiting boards, which are very un­ 
pleasant to handle. 
Concordia has an exchange with 1- 
200 subscribers and the 15 young la­ 
dies who handle tile business do it 
in a prompt and quiet manner. Any 
fair minded patron will acknowledge 
this. It s a queer fact, but the pub­ 
lic will wait for half or three-quar­ 
ters of an hour in a store for a 
clerk to wait on them, but two sec­ 
onds to wait for central to answer 
them is a century. And the clerk 
waits upon oije customer at a time 
while the central girls have 40 or 50 
to wait on at one time. 
There are always applicants for 
positions in the telephone office for 
the work, while trying is not dis­ 
agreeable, and when a girl reaches 
the top she is able to command good 
wages, without the expense and pre­ 
liminary of bookkeepers. The begin­ 
ners have the worst hours, and much 
of the night work and all the girls 
have some Sunday work. The people 
may say that the central girls ought 
to have Sunday for resting, but ev­ 
erybody wants to use their phones 
on Sunday, even the preachers. 
One girl in the Concordia exchange 
sits up all night and while the rush 
is over before the other girls leave 
the board, she is comparatively busy 
all night, and the rush work Begins 
as early as I o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. 
The farmers are the greatest 
talkers and do most of their talking 
between 4 and 6 in the morning^^be- 
f°re going to the field. The girls who 
atteds to the farm lines is always 
kept busy at this time and later the 
town people begin their ordering for 
the day and the steady work is on 
until along in the afte noon, when 
there is a lull only to be followed 
by a mad rush between 5 and 7. 
The women are the most inconsid­ 
erate patrons of the telephone. They 
oftqn use the telephone for -visiting 
and two Concordia women who call 
each other every day, often talk for

minutes 
without 
stopping.

Brotherhood, each member represent- 
ing a Western railroad. 


The exact hour at which the men 


are to walk out, he said, would be 
decided upon today, and every mem- 
ber of the union between Chicago and 
the Pacific coast would then be in- 
formed by telegraph when to quit 
work. 


The railroads Issued a statement 


declaring to prevent a strike they 


..TijO'uld, if necessary, appeal to the 
authorities at Washington. 


"The strike has been called—that 


much is certain," said 'Mr. Carter. "It 


means that not duly 25,000' firemen 
members of our union, will go out 
but perhaps that 'many more employes 
will be thrown out in consequence 
We gave our ultimatum to the rail 
roads that the. men . 'had 
voted 
to 


strike and we were prepared to cal 
one unless we were granted arbitra- 
tion of all questions in dispute. The 
railroads refused to arbitrate any- 
thing but the wage question. 


"At midnight tonight we decided 


'"- was useless .to further parley with 
the r.llroad managers. We adopted 
resolution calling a strike. Owing to 


ateness -of the- hour and in or- 


der that the men would not go out in 
confusion, and not knowing the true 
slate of affairs, we agreed to wait 
until tomorrow before telegraphing 
the order." 


"Will the men quit work tomor- 


row?" Mr. Carter was asked. 


The men will quit work within 


twenty-four hours after the order is 
issued," he replied.

The controversy 
which has been 


jnder discussion for more than six 
weeks involves forty-seven railroads 
operating west, northwest and south- 
west of Chicago and embraces about 
150,000 miles of railroads. ' 


It has previously been stated by 


both sides that if a strike was call- 
ed it would tie up practically every 
freight and passenger train between 
Chicago and the Pacific Coast.

agreed, conference .-committee, .report 
on the fee and salary bill, which .will 
go to botti houses, there Is a'material 
reduction of' salaries as shown In 
the bill passed by the house, and, In 
some instances, lower than the bill 
passed by the senate. . The. plan of 
payment has been changed—to the 
straight salary basis, requiring that 
all fees be delivered to the county 
Treasurer,»in lieu of which the of- 
ficer receives a pay voucher, from the. 
county every thirty days. As applied 
to the offices of county and district, 
clerks, fee's to be charged litigants 
are -not as high as these permitted 
by the federal fee bill, but are slight- 
ly In excess "of the territorial law.- 
Fees charged by sheriffs and regisr 
terers of deeds remain practically the 
same as now in force. 


•In. fixing the basts of pay, the con- 


ference committee held to the seriate 
bill, making the minimu msalary ap- 
ply in, counties of 10,000 population 
in which the district clerk, county 
clerk, register of deeds and cb'unty 
treasurer receive '$1,300 per year* The

"iFlremen and Enginemen,. announced 
that a strike of 25,000 firemen on 
practically all the Western railroads 
had been called.

strike had been, reached at a meet- 
ing of forty-three members of the 
Western 
Federated

Brotherhood, each member represent- 
ing a Western railroad. 


The exact hour at which the men 


are to walk out, he said, would be 
decided upon today, and every mem- 
ber of the union between Chicago and 
the Pacific coast would then be In- 
formed by telegraph when to quit 
work. 


The railroads issued a statement 


declaring to prevent . a strike they 


'•vSbuSd, if necessary, appeal to the 


authorities at Washington. 


"The strike has been called—that 


much is certain," said 'Mr. Carter. "It 


means that not only 25,000 firemen, 
members of .our union, will go out, 
hut perhaps that 'many more employes 
will be thrown out in consequence. 
We gave our ultimatum to the rail-" 
roads that the. men Tiad . voted 
to 


strike and we were prepared,to call 
one unless we were granted' arbitra-- 
tfon of all questions in dispute. The 
railroads refused to arbitrate anyT 
thing but the wage question. 


"At midnight tonight we decided 


"*. was useless .to further parley with 
the r.llroad managers. We adopted a 
resolution calling a strike. Owing to 


- ateness -of the- hour and in or- 


der that the men would not go out In1 


confusion, and not knowing the true 
slate of affairs, we agreed to wait 
until tomorrow before telegraphing 
the order." 


"Will the men quit work tomor- 


row?" yir. Carter was asked. 


"The men will quit work within 


twenty-four hours after the order is 
issued," he replied.

The controversy 
which has been 


jnder discussion for more than six 
weeks involves forty-seven railroads 
operating west, northwest and south- 
west of Chicago and embraces about 
150,000 miles of railroads. 


It has previously been stated by 


both sides that if a strike was call- 
ed it would tie up practically every 
freight and passenger train between 
Chicago and the Pacific Coast. 


Points In Dispute.
